Thousands of Persons Flee From

NEW YORK, Nov. 1.—The East's 
most serious earthquake in decades 
shook 17 states and three Canadian 


Provinces early today, but the dam- 
age was trifling.: 

Thousands of persons fled from 
their homes, many of them in night 
clothes. The disturbance apparent- 
ly centered in Canada, a short dis- 
tance north of Lake Ontario. It 
caused the most excitement in pop- 
ulous upstate New York, where 
from Albany to Buffalo buildings 
were swayed. Swinging mirrors 
.and clattering dishes were reported 
from the Bay of Fundy to Lake 
Michigan, from Ottawa, Ont., to the 
District of Columbia. 

The states whith reported feeling 
the earthquake were: Maine, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New York, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
Maryland, Ohio, West Virginia, In- 
diana, Michigan, Illinois and Wis- 
consin. The Provinces of New 
Brunswick, Ontario and Quebec 
also were affected. 


Early worshipers at St. Andrew’s 
Catholic church said the floors 
and chandeliers shook. The church 
is directly opposite the Municipal 
Building near the Brooklyn Bridge. 

No damage was reported to the 
city subway systems. 

Telephone service was broken in 
Central Ottawa and Hamilton, Ont., 
and between Rome and other cities 
in New York. Buffalo reported the 
disturbance listed about four min- 
utes there.

14 MEN INDICTED 
IN $900,000 OL FRAUD 


Accused in Washington of 
owindling Persons in 
Six States.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—¥Four- 


teen men were indicted by the Dis- 


trict of Columbia grand jury today 
on mail fraud charges growing out 
of the sale of .oil royalties and 
deeds in two counties in Oklahoma 
and Texas. 

Each was indicted on 18 counts 
and they were named together in 
one count charging conspiracy to

C. Clary and Chauncey H. Black, 
all of Oklahoma City; A. C. Mon- 
tell Jr.. New York City; 
telson, Boston; John Zimmerman, 
Brunnersville, Pa., and H. A. Nich- 
ols, Pettus, Tex. 

The men, dealing in oil land in 
Pottawatomie County, Ok., and Bee 
County, Tex., are alleged to have 
operated from a central office here 
and from New York City and Okla- 
homa City. They are accused, 
among, other things, of selling royal- 
ties that did not exist. and misrep- 
resenting the value and production 
of certain leases. 


The indictment charged that the 
men operating under the. trade 
name of the United States Royalty 
Exchange here would “devise, 
scheme and artifice to obtain money 
and property by means of false and 
fraudulent representations, pre- 
tenses and promises” from 14 per- 
sons named and from “other per- 
sons too numerous to mention.” 

The indictment alleged the men 
sold “over-riding royalties” for 
other ordinary royalties and bought 
them through the Verser-Clay Co. in 
Oklahoma City. The Mid-Continent 
Crude Oil Purchasing Co. of Okla- 
homa City was charged with drill- 
ing on land involved in the scheme. 
Both companies allegedly were con- 
trolled by the defendants. 

The land involved was the Maul- 
din lease, the Kimball-Wightman 
No. 1, in Bee County, Texas, and 
the Atwater No. 1 well in Okla- 
homa.

(Coyle’s) duty to take all details off 
your hands.” 

Senator Wheeler refused the 
chairmanship, but became asso- 
ciate counsel of the committee. 
Coyle said there had been no dis- 
cussion of arrangements for his 
compensation. 

Cutting, when asked to be chair- 
man, was informed the duties would 
be “purely nominal.” 

“Honorarium of $25,000. 


“IT am a little reluctant,” Coyle 
wrote Cutting on July 14, 1934, “to 
mention the compensation that you 
would receive as chairman of the 
committee since I know that it is 
not a matter of first importance to 


you; but I ought to say that witb 
reasonable success in rendering a- 
service . . the chairman of the 
committee might well receive an 
honorarium of around $25,000.” 

On Cutting’s death, Coyle wrote 
to Senator McKellar and then to 
Nye, on July 17, 1935, in a letter 
reading in part: 

“In addition to the outstanding 
public service to be rendered to the 
holders of these defaulted bonds, 
the committee is to receive up to l 
per cent of the face value of the 
bonds deposited with it for com- 
pensation and expenses. 

“The amount of the bonds now 
outstanding is $40,000,000; and the 
number of these which can rea- 
sonably expected to be deposited 
with the committee will depend 
largely on how good a settlement 
we can make for them with the | 
Cuban Government.” 

Coyle informed Nye the duties 
would not be “onerous” and that 
he would handle the details. Coyle 
testified that $366,000 in bonds had 
been deposited with the commit- 
tees, and an additional $77,000 
pledged through powers of attor- 
ney. He said many large holders 
also had promised support, without 
actual deposits,

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The United States Department of

The attention of the investigators 
has been directed,, among other 
things, to the plastering contract 
on the arena part of/the Municipal 
Auditorium, recently completed. 
The bid for plasti cig accepted by 
the general contre :tor for this job 
was about 45 per cent higher than 
the low bid for th: same work in 
1932, when another general con- 
tractor had the Auditorium con- 
tract,- and took bids, but never 
awarded any contracts, as city 
funds were lacking at that time 
to do the work. 

The general contract for comple- 
tion of the arena section of the Au- 
ditorium was awarded last April to 
the William MacDonald Construc- 
tion Co., 3829 West Pine boulevard; 
on the low bid of $481,933. Mac- 
Donald, in turn, let the contract for 
plastering to the George F. Robert- 
son Plastering Co., which has offi- 
ces in the same building with the 
MacDonald firm. The amount of 
the Robertson bid was $152,500. Sev- 
eral other bids submitted were near 
the same figure or lower. 

William MacDonald, head of 
the construction company,. told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the bid 
had been awarded to Robertson be- 
cause that firm did practically all 
of his plasteting work, and, having 
offices in the same building, could 
be consulted on the work -con- 
veniently. 

He recalled that there was one 
other bid lower than Robertson’s, 
but said he understood that contrac- 
tor would be unable to obtain men 
for the work: MacDonald pointed 
out that completion of the arena 
section of the Auditorium was a 
“rush job” for the American Legion 


convention, and that he could not 


afford to delay the work. 


MILLINERY FACTORIES CLOSED

Passengers and crew of the Alum- 
inum Line steamer Sorvangen, 
stranded today on a reef at Morant 
Point, Jamaica, were reported in 
no danger. The eight passengers 
remained aboard the ship with the 
crew as the 2400-ton freighter rest- 
ed easily, near the spot where the 
liner Rotterdam grounded a_ few 
weeks ago with more than 500 per- 
sons aboard. The Sorvangen mes- 
saged it was not leaking and was 
in no donger. The steamer was en 
route to Kingston and New Or- 
leans from Trinidad and British 
Guinea.

Testimony of experts intended to 
support Anna Ware’s sworn asser- 
tion that the baby unwillingly 
brought to court by Mrs. Nellie 
Tipton Muench is her own natural 
son, and not the child of Mrs. 
Muench, was presented today before 
Special Commissioner Rush H, 
Limbaugh in St. Louis Court of Ap- 


peals. 3 
The expert witness, Dr. Paul J, 


Zentay and Dr. Edgar F. Schmitz, 
testified that in their opinion the 
10-week-old baby now at Children’ ‘s 
Hospital in custody of the Court of 
Appeals could not have ‘been born 
prematurely, judging from its pres 
ent weight, 12 pounds, 

Dr. Zentay testified that he found. 
a pronounced resemblance in the 
shape of the lips of Anna Ware and 
the baby, also in the configuration 
of the eyes. Dr. Schmitz testified 
he was struck forcibly by the simi- 
larity between the baby and Anna 
Ware, “particularly by the.fullness 
of the lower lip, the length of the 
upper lip, and how far apart the 
eyes were.” 

Charles F. Gait, 4505 Pershing ave- 
nue, a portrait ‘painter, testified 
that after viewing Anna Ware and 
the baby he was impressed by the 
genera] likeness between them. He 
testified there was a similarity in 
the noses, upper parts of the ears, 
mouths and eyes.

Bands of Italian irregulars and 
Ethiopian troops took part in the 
battle. The casualties were 11 
Ethiopians and three Dubats (na- 


tive Italian troops.) 
“The Italians anticipated an at- 
tack by Ethiopians in strong num- 
bers and launched a surprise of- 
fensive. After a short but. fierce 
fight the Ethiopians withdrew. 
(Malke Se does not appear on 
maps. A communique from Rome 
says Dubats attacked Ethiopians 


northwest of the Daua River, near 
Malca Rie.) 

Gen. Emilio de Bono, Italian 
commander, expressed the hope 
that Italy’s armies could proceed 
without further bloodshed. 

“We would have liked to have 
taken the territory without firing 
one projectile,” he said. 

He added he hoped to raise the 
territory occupied to the level of 
an Italian city and would strive 
for the civilization founded in 
Tripoli. 

“We'll get acknowledgment of 
our rights,” he concluded. 

Of sanctions, he said: “We have 
taken the question of sanctions 
seriously, but serenely. If neces- 
sary, Italy could tighten her belt.’ 

Able-bodied Ethiopians who 
have submitted to Italian rule and 
enlisted in the Italian native corps 
were used today for the first time 
in rounding up*raiders beyond the 
Italian lines. 

Gen. Pietro Maravigna, hearing 
raiders were operating, sent several 
detachments of the new recruits 
into the Metebai, Tabor and’ Scire 
regions beyond Aduwa.

Ethiopians Say Italian Plane Fell 
or Was Brought Down.

HELENA, Mont., Nov. 1—As 4 
result of the earthquake here yes- 
terday, many persons feared to re- 
turn to their homes, and spent the 
night with children from orphans’ 
homes in two special trains that 
were brought in to provide emer- 
gency shelter. Others huddled in 
automoblies in sub-zero weather 
and in relief shelters outside the 
city, where no _  shock-weakened 
buildings could fall. 

President Roosevelt from his 
home in Hyde Park, N. Y., called 
on the Red Cross, the army and 
FERA to hurry relief to the home- 
less families. 

City Engineer Oscar Baarson es- 
timated the loss in the earthquake 
at “from $500,000 up”—not so severe 
as at first believed. He said the 
total loss during the 20-day period 
of recurrent earthquakes amounted 
to about $3,500,000. 

Two Killed by Chimney. 

Two men died beneath a toppling 
brewery chimney yesterday, in- 
creasing the number of earthquake 
fatalities since Oct. 12 to seven. 
They were Ed O’Brien and Vincent 
Kennedy, both of Salt Lake City. 

Since the major shock yesterday 
158 tremors were recorded on 
Weather Bureau instruments. At 
5:18 a. m. today the earth again 
shook, tossing sleepers from their 
beds, knocking down plaster and 
toppling a few weakened -walls. 

Many persons left the city last 
night and today and Inter-moun- 
tain Union College was vacated. 
Officials prepared to move the in- 
stitution temporarily to 
Falls. Beds, dishes and other 
moveables were packed into a con- 
voy of six army trucks. 

Campfires appeared in all sec- 
tions of the city and railroads ran 
other .special trains on sidings to 
house the homeless. 

Scores of Minor Injuries. 

Scores suffered minor injuries in 
yesterday's two shocks, which 
were followed by a series of minor 
tremors.

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GRAND JURY CONTINUES 
JONES PERIURY INQUIRY 


Mrs. Margaret Matthews Testi- 
fies—She Introduced’ Baby 
Broker and Mrs. Plummer. 


Mrs. Margaret Matthews, former 
superintendent of the Girls’ Home, 
5501 Enright avenue, testified yes- 
terday afternoon before the grand 
jury, which is considering the 
charge of perjury against Wilfred 
Jones, baby-broker friend and off- 
the-record adviser of Mrs. Nellie 
Tipton Muench, for his testimony 
in the Anna Ware habeas corpus 
hearing. 

Mrs. Matthews, now connected 
with the German General Protest- 
ant Orphans’ Home, 4447 Natural 
Bridge avenue, testified in the hear- 
ing last week that she knew both 
Jones and Mrs. J. R. Plummer, and 
that she introduced them to each 
other. At that time, she said, Jones 
was trying to find a temporary 
home for Jean Putney, daughter of 
Mrs. Grace Thomasson Diefenbach, 
and an arrangement was made by 
which Mrs. Plummer took the child. 
Mrs. X, Mrs. Palmer, Mrs. Plummer. 

Jones had testified that the “Mrs. 
X,” for whom he said he obtained 
Anna Ware’s baby, had met him 
through his quest for a place for 
Mrs. Diefenbach’s child, and that 
he communicated ‘with the Girls’ 
Home about this matter. He later 
said that “Mrs. X"’ was “Mrs. J. R. 
Palmer.” Details told by Jones to 
the “Palmers” fit Mr. and Mrs. 
Plummer. Mrs, Plummer, now liv- 
ing in Minneapolis, testified before 
the grand jury Monday. In her 
testimony at the hearing last week 
she denied that Jones obtained An- 
na Ware's baby, or any baby, for 
her, though she and her husband 
had told Jones they would like to 
adopt a baby. 

Mrs, Matthews, in her testimony 
at the hearing, said Jones applied 
to the Girls’ Home for a place for 
Jean Putney, but that the home 
fas overcrowded and could not take 
her. “Mrs. Plummer had taken some 
of our children,” she said, “so I got 
pin touch with her, and she came 
over and met Mr. Jones, and ar- 
rangements were made for her to 
take the child (Jean).” This, she 
said, was in November, 1934. 

When asked if she knew a Mrs. 
J. R. Palmer, Mrs. Matthews testi- 
fied that she did not. 

The testimony of Mrs. Plummer 
and Mrs. Matthews, as presented by 
Anna Ware’s counsel in the hearing, 
was intended to show that Jones’ 
“clients,” first designated by him 
as “Mr. and Mrs. X,” and later as 
“Mr. and Mrs. J. R. Palmer,” were 
phantoms in the great Muench baby 
hoax, created by the skilful Jones 
in the image of Mr. and Mrs. 
Plummer. 

Other Contradictory Testimony. 


Jones’ testimony was contradict- 
ed in other details by two attaches 
of Jewish Hospital. He testified 
Diefenbach helped him 
take the Price baby, July 11 last, 
from the Muench home to the hos- 
pital, but the hospital attaches 
identified Mrs. Helen Berroyer as 
the person, and a handwriting ex- 
pert stated that the same “Helen 
Meyers,” signed by the woman, was 


in the handwriting of Mrs. Ber- 
royer. 
After hearing this testimony, 


Commissioner Rush H. Limbaugh 
denounced Jones as being “guilty 
of perjury of the most flagrant 
character,” leading to his arrest, 
Oct. 24. Jones is under $2500 bond, 
which was.continued yesterday un- 
til Nov. 15, in Judge Dickmann’s 
division of the Court of Criminal 
Correction. 

The grand jury, which holds its 
next regular meeting Tuesday, will 
need the full transcript of Jones’ 
testimony, which occupied eight 
hours of the hearing, before hear- 
ing other witnesses. A _ stenogra- 
pher is working on the transcript. 


GOV. LA FOLLETTE DEPLORES 
PAYING PEOPLE TO 00 NOTHING 


Proposes Employment Program to 
Pay Own Way by New Kind 
of Income Tax. 
By the Associated Press, 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., Nov. 1. — 
Paying people for not doing any- 
thing, whether farmers or work- 
ers, Was characterized as a “mis- 
take” in an address yesterday by 
Gov.

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GUFFEY ACT'S COAL 
TAX GOES IN EFFECT 


Levy Not Collectible Until Jan. 
2 Under Bituminous Reg- 
ulation Law. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1. — The 
Federal Government imposed a 15 
per cent excise tax on the coun- 
try’s bituminous coal producers to- 
day in an attempt to Feguiate the 
industry. 

Under the Guffey act the tax 


became effective today, although 
it will not be collectibe until Jan. 2. 
Those of the 15,000 producers who 
comply with code rules to be su- 
pervised by the National Coal Com- 
mission will receive rebates of 90 
‘per cent of the tax. 

Opponents of the Guffey act, de- 
feated in efforts to obtain an im- 
mediate order restraining the Gov- 
ernment from assessing the levy, 
' have undertaken legal moves de- 
signed to test the constitutionality 
of the law in the Supreme Court. 


2000 Owners Accept Act. 


The Coal Commission said today 
about 2000 mine owners had agreed 
to abide by the codes. Their mines 
produce nearly half of the coun- 
try’s total annual soft coal tonnage. 

While a few of the large con- 
cerns, including the Pittsburgh Coal 
Co., announced they intended to 
withhold adherence to the codes, 
commission attorneys said the Gov- 
ernment, a large consumer, was 
prepared to stop all its coal pur- 
chases from non-signers. 

H. J. Hunt, acting general coun- 
gel, expressed the opinion that rail- 
roads, holding mail contracts, and 
other holders of Government con- 
tracts, also might have to buy code 
coal under provisions of the Guffey 
act. 

Congress enacted the Guffey law 
at ‘the insistence of President 
Roosevelt. It was advocated as a 
means of enabling producers to pay 
higher wages and avert labor strife. 
It provides for the election of price- 
fixing boards, creation of district 
boards to draft the wage and hour 
codes and requires operators to 
recognize unions if the miners want 


them. 
Firm’s Legal Moves. 

Counsel for James W. Carter, 
president of the Carter Coal Co. of 
West Virginia, failed to obtain from 
the District of Columbia Supreme 
Court a temporary injunction re- 
straining the Government from im- 
posing the tax, although he suc- 
ceeded in getting an injunction re- 
straining Carter’s company from ac- 
cepting the code. 

Immediately his counsel took an 
appeal to the District Court of Ap- 
peals. Carter’s lawyers sought Chief 
Justice Hughes yesterday and 
asked him to grant an immediate 
restraining order. Hughes replied 
he thought it a matter for the full 
court, now in recess, to decide. The 
next conference of the Justices will 
be Nov. 9. They could give a de- 
cision Nov. 11, the next decision 
day of the court. 

Should the soft coal production 
record for 1934 be duplicated this 


year, the tax due, at 15 per cent for : 


the remaining two months of 1935, 
would approximate $16,300,000. The 
Bureau of Mines estimates the 
average value of soft coal at the 
mines at $1.82 a ton, or $652,260,700 
for the total 1934 output. The full 
15 per cent tax for the year would 
be $97,839,105.

Reds in Czecho-Slovakia.

SALZBURG, Austria, Nov. 1— 
Father Arthur Berchtold, a Catholic 
priest, was arrested by secret Aus- 
trian police yesterday on a charge 
of high treason, accused of confer- 
ring with Communists in Czecho-

Berchtold was chaplain of the 
Salzburg Freiheitsbund—one of the 
minor private Austrian armies 
about to lose its identity through 
the merger of the new state’s mili- 
tia.

Mike Jacobs, New York promoter, 
went to Olin’s quarters and con- 
vinced the boxer that it would be 
better to go through with it, and 
he finally consented. 

In a magnificent display of cour- 
rage which it would be hard to 
imagine having been equalled any- 
where in any line of sport at any 
time, he took a terrific beating, 
stayed on his feet and was moving 
toward his foe when the bell rang, 
ending the fifteenth round. 

Faced by a superb boxer of ma- 
chine-like precision and skill, Bob 
took everything that Lewis had to 
offer and when in the twelfth round 
hardened ringsiders were on their 
feet demanding that Referee Wal- 
ter Heisner stop the fight because 
Bob was in such bad condition, he 
waved a warning glove to his cor- 
ner not to throw in the sponge. 
He finished the round on his feet 
and came back to hold his adver- 
sary even in the thirteenth, stag- 
gered through the fourteenth and 
tried with every atom of his 
strength in the final round to land 
a punch which would save for him 
his highly prized boxing title. 

Never Knocked Off Feet. 

There was no doubt as to who 
was the victor. Olin started in fine 
form, won the first two rounds 
hands down, but after that he faded

35 years. 

Under the Illinois State law the 
horse racing season is confined to 
May 1 to, Oct. 31. 

All the Stars Competed. 

Starting with the meeting at 
Washington Park, and flashing on 
through the $400,000 meeting at Ar- 
lington Park, every thoroughbred 
headlining American racing dis- 
played its speed for the Chicago 
racing enthusiasts. It was at Ar- 
lington that Omaha clinched the 
three-year-old championship of 1935 
by his victory in the Classic 
Stakes. The great handicap horse, 
‘Discovery, scored three of his finest 
triumphs of the season with a Chi- 
cago crowd cheering him on each 
occasion.

—In a surprise move, Attorney-Gen- 
era] John J. Bennett Jr. today sub- 
penaed John Sloan, member of the 
State Racing Commission, to ap- 
pear before the Saratoga County 
grand jury’ investigating race- 
track racketeering. 

Slean yesterday challenged Her- 
bert Bayard Swope, commission 
chairman, on future policies of that 
body, after Swope had said that 
changes in administrative detail 
only were needed to clean up rac- 
ing, rather than changes in basic 
policy. Sloan declared the racing 
public needed more protection from 
gangsters and other objectionable 
elements frequenting race tracks. 

Swope and John Hay Whitney, 
other member of the commission, 
also are to be questioned by the 
grand jury. 

Meanwhile, Frank Kopel and Ed- 
die Arcaro, jockeys, summoned to 
testify in the inquiry, declared they 
did not know what “this is all 
about.” The Attorney-General’s of- 
fice said the jockeys had figured at 
Saratoga Springs last August in 
races which alleged “fake tipsters” 
told clients were “fixed.” 

While awaiting his turn to go be- 
fore the grand jury, Arcaro said 
he had learned of an instance of a 
fake tipster service in Chicago. 
“When I was riding at Washing- 
ton Park this summer, I received 
about 50 letters that came addressed 
to me from track followers,” he 
said. “Each contained $2 and asked 
for betting tips. I turned them 
over to a judge, and the money was 
refunded to the senders. 
“Investigation showed that these 
peoples names had been taken from 
sucker lists by someone who was 
capitalizing on my name. The tip- 
ster claimed to be Arcaro. At that 
time I was the leading rider of 
winners at the track.”

and her future.” 

“It is not without significance 
that this citadel of thought is open- 
ing its rooms consecrated to noble 
and earnest studies while my coun- 
try is engaged in an undertaking 
which the supreme emergency of 
her life, her security and her fu- 
ture has imposed,” the King as- 
serted. 

Mussolini said this new center of 
Roman culture was being inaugur- 
ated while “our soldiers are car- 
rying civilization forward with 


| their courage and their sacrifice.” 

Without mentioning the current 
international complications specifi- 
cally, the King absolved Italy of 
any intention of disturbing world 
peace, 

“Italy asks nothing more than to 
be permitted to enjoy the fullness 
of her life in order to work and to 
dedicate her energies on behalf of 
those common ideals which consti- 
tute the sacred heritage of civilized 
humanity,” he said.

Henry Biron, Catholic missioner at 
Kiating, Szechwan Province, 
China, was chained and dragged to 
his death by Lolo bandits, accord- 
ing to information § received here 
today. 

A communication to Mgr. Wil- 
liam Quinn, national director of 
Catholic missions, gave first de- 
tails of the murder, the exact date 
of which was not mentioned. The 
report said the priest was seized 
by a band of Lolos and fastened by 
a chain about his neck. Then he 
was dragged several miles through 
mountain trails until strangled to 
death. 

The brigands abandoned the 
body which was found later by a 
searching party and brought to the 
Catholic mission at Mapien. 

The Lolos, according to the in- 
formation received here, live al- 
most exclusively on plunder, but 
the Catholic missioners have been 
working with them for some 
years. During the month before 
his death Father Biron had been 
hard at work among the Lolos 
fighting an epidemic.

Science as the Evangel. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
NE of the curious symptoms of the 
current ascendancy of scientific dog- 
ma over the theological dogma that 
formerly dominated the human mind is 
the infallibility with which most people 
today invest the most trivial statement 
by some scientific investigator. “Science 
says so-and-so—” and apparently nothing 
remains to be said in contravention. 
Unfortunately for clear thinking, scien- 
tific men who complain of theologians 
“making myths” do it themselves on an 
extensive scale and believe them with 
comical seriousness. The “ether” is a 
highly mythical substance filling empty 
space for which Dr. Einstein's relativis- 
tic theory has little use. 
The threadbare dicta that light travels 
in straight lines and that a straight line 
is the shortest distance between two 
points in space are two axioms that may 
be contravened on purely physical and 
mathematical grounds. Yet to attempt 
this would excite a horror of heresy in 
some minds that boast their complete 
emancipation from belief in orthodox re- 
ligious tenets. With such an irrationa) 
habit of thought forming, it is conceiv- 
able that the excesses of the scholastics 
in ancient days may be repeated in a 
new and darker age ruled by eugenists 
and birth-control fanatics whose tactics 
would make the prohibitionist’s zeal seem 
like Falstaffian inertia and good humor. 
Certain “liberal” ministers seek an in- 
sincere compromise with current scien- 
tific theories, and these readily abandon 
the fundamental tenets of their avowed 
creeds, together with whatever trans- 
cendental power they carried over from 
their original Catholic ethic. They assert 
_glibly, “We must be modern, we must 
square our doctrines with modern scien- 
tific research. We must also seek di- 
vinity in man, rather than in some shad- 

owy Heaven postulated by theology.” 

This tendency has been carried to even 
further lengths by Bertrand Russell, and 
recalls the opinion expressed by one of 
the noted founders of the evolution 
theory on humanism. Thomas Huxley, 
‘though a relentless foe of orthodox re- 
vealed religion, remarked of Comte’s 
abortive attempt to establish humanism 
as a substitute religion that to follow its 
method of worshiping the great minds of 
history would resemble the worship of 
a wilderness of apes. This dictum might 
well be pondered by certain humanist 
and liberal preachers who thus get 
knifed in their own opium den while the 
traffie of Dupont street rolls unconcern- 


edly past. .

Reply to Pro-Italian Argument. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
i HE forceful letter, “A Defense of 
Italy,” which appeared in this column 
recently, is an excellent example of the 
characteristic stand of the conservative 
political thinker. 

The writer’s attempt to justify Italy’s 
present aggression in Ethiopia on the 
ground that Italy was short-changed in 
the Treaty of Versailles, has a certain 
validity. 

That validity, however, does not justi- 
fy Mussolini invading another nation’s 

_ territory to gain for Italy that which she 
was denied in 1919—a greater share of 
wealth and a decent colonial outlet. 

His justification is that of the im- 
perialism of 30 or 40 years ago. In the 
world of today, Mussolini's foreign policy 
is as retrogressive as the spirit of Fas- 
cism itself. He is allowing national pa- 
triotism to overflow its bounds; he is 
permitting the spirit which has molded an 
admirable nation to become an interna- 
tional liability. 

In short, he is giving himself too much 
freedom in an overcrowded world, a 
world that can no longer survive amidst 
petty jealousies, nationalistic struggles | 
and irresponsible aggressions. 

The world of today is one of interde- 
pendence, not independence. The spirit 

of any nation with warlike intentions has 
no place today. The very progressive- 
ness of science, which unfortunately 
makes possible deadly machines of de- 
struction, stands te destroy a world guid- 
ing itself by Victorian political theory. 

This does not imply that we should 
look to Communism .or Socialism as pa- 

maceas for our ills. We are likely to be 
better off by building on what is already 
erected. But the building must be guid- 
ed by an intelligent idealism. 


AGGRESSIVE NEUTRALITY. 

. President Roosevelt and Secretary of State Hull 
have issued statements reiterating the administra- 
tion’s determination to keep faith with Congress by 
observing the neutrality resolution not only in letter 
but in spirit. The administration was already on 
record to that effect. This further assurance, we feel 
certain, will be heartening to the country. It has 
another significance, obvious to the least discerning 
of us: the warning embodied in it to interests eager 
to profit by war conditions that we don’t want that 
kind of business, and ard not going to have it. 
“Accordingly,” says the President, “the Government 
is keeping informed as to all shipments consigned 
for export to both belligerents.” 
There may be a tint of idealism in that attitude. 
But experience is on the side of idealism, if our 
position may so be defined. Our country knows, 
every country knows, that war profits, necessarily 
temporary, are likely to run at last into costly and 
permanent losses. If the World War taught any 
lesson it was this—that war economically is a game 
in which nobody wins, in which everybody loses. So 
far, then, from being sdealigtic, our decision to main- 
tain strict neutrality as regards both Italy and 
Ethiopia is the soundest praetical policy. 
Having previously listed the gocds that may not 
be sold to either belligerent, with the further warn- 
ing that any citizen doing business with the warring 
countries would do it at his own risk, the Govern- 
‘ment now adds that it is watching the situation. In a 
word, the Government is not passively neutral, but 
vigilantly and aggressively neutral. If the impression 
anywhere obtained that the administration was mere- 
ly talking pretty neutrality sentiments, but would 
conveniently shut its eyes to infractions of the special 
trade regulations, that notion has been smoked out. 
Here is an instance where, by act of Congress, by 
administrative purpose and authority, both supported 
by public opinion, the trader does not rule. The 
shade of Plato, it may be fancied, leads the trans- 
Stygian applause. 
The latest Washington pronouncement. reaches far 
beyond the United States. There can be no doubt 
that it will be read gratefully in Geneva. It helps 
greatly to insure the success of the program of sanc- 
tions soon to be put into force by the League of 
Nations. The efficacy of the boycott against Italy, 
it was frankly acknowledged, would be seriously im 
paired, if not virtually voided, should the United 
States proceéd on the theory of business as usual. 
That liability is now removed. We have explicitly 
disavowed any co-operative action with the League 
of Nations or any of its members. What we are 
doing is entirely on our own. Just the same, our

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COUNTY TRAFFIC CASE TROUBLES. 
Regardless of the protestations of St. Louis County 
Constables and their deputies that they are only try- 
ing to protect the public in making numerous arrests 
for alleged violations of the traffic code, the average 
motorist is conyinced that the vicious fee system 
is to blame for the practice. The growing volume of 
j}complaints about unjust arrests from residents of 
Southeastern Missouri and other parts of the State 
who have been apprehended in the county tends to 
confirm this belief. 
It is one thing to make a sincere attempt to prevent 
accidents by arresting reckless drivers, and quite a 
different thing to hale drivers into court for passing 
slower cars on broad pavements or for other things 
regarded by the deputies as infragtions of the law, 
but which motorists customarily do with safety. The 
complaints indicate that the law enforcement, par- 
ticularly in Carondelet Township, has been of the 
latter variety. 
In the unincorporated territory where the Con- 
stables’ forces generally operate, there is no legal 
speed limit and no legal authority for many of the 
stop signs in use. The only legal charge under the 
circumstances is “réckless driving.” It might be reck- 
less to proceed at 25 miles an hour under some cir- 
cumstances, whereas on many county highways it is 
perfectly safe to drive at 50 miles an hour. To con- 
vict a motorist of reckless driving, the authorities 
should be forced to prove that he was, in fact, travel- 
ing recklessly. 
The practice of requiring defendants to post $8.20 
as “bond” to cover court costs, without issuance of 
a legal information, should be halted at once. There 
is no authority for it. Either the defendant is guilty 
and should be fined or imprisoned, or he is not guilty 
and should be freed without expense; to permit him 
to post and forfeit “costs” in order to depart without 
further proceedings amounts to a winking at the law. 
The fee system should be abolished by legislative 
action.

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) A TRAIL FOR HIKERS. 

- Anyone who has ever set out with a group of care- 
free hikers on a week-end tramp over trails of 
the Appalachian Mountain Club in New England 
will know how much real importance attaches to the 
news that a 45-mile hiking trail is being planned 
through St. Louis and Jefferson Counties. As con- 
templated by the Walk-Ways Committee of the Com- 
munity Council, the proposed trail will be marked 
with rest houses at intervals of 15 miles. These rest 
houses, which are to be under the care of farmers 
along the trail, will be open to hikers for preparing 
meals and overnight stops. A most proper require- 
ment will be that each group leaves the shelter and 
its equipment clean and in orderly array. 

It is not too much to predict that this first hiking 
trail, for it now seems a certainty, will open the 
way for widespread development of a wholesome 
recreation which has too long been overlooked in a 
region ideally suited for it, Thanks to someone’s 
dream and the subsequent activity of the Appa- 
lachian Mountain Club, hiking trails now extend 
along the upland of the Atlantic seaboard from 
Maine to Georgia.

If the Department of Commerce 
were serving every need, why 
should there be a Brookings Insti- 
tution, or a Standard Statistics, or 
a National Industrial Conference 
Board, or even a U. S. Chamber of 
Commerce? 

Why is business so frequently “at 
outs” with government? Why 
should business continuously com- 
plaip taat its voice is not heard in 
any of the councils of government? 


The administration answer is that 
business tried to coerce or take 
government into camp, and there 
has latterly been basis for that 
charge. But the answer is surely 
not the sullen, and even bitter, re- 
vengeful hostility which now un- 
questionably exists on both sides. 

The fact that these necessary 
services have not been performed 
and, above all, the fact that this 
hostility exists and is growing 
worse, is warrant for the statement 
that the Department of Commerce 
is not doing its job. 

It is fair to say that it is not an 
eays job to do. But that is an ex- 
cellent reason for putting a man 
there who understands and can 
lead business, rather than a politi- 
cal expert.. 

There were plenty of such men 
available on the liberal side of the 
Democratic party. 

Gerard Swope is an outstanding 
example. He has lost none of his 
business leadership because he is a 
principal proponent of unemploy- 
ment insurance and labor reform. 
He is a genius in administration 
and has proved it both in govern- 
ment and private service. But 
Swope is also a strong man and a 
“luminous figure,” and the admin- 
istration rule seems to be against 
that kind.

Puccini's Musical Pageant 
About China Given at 
Auditorium. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 

RAND opera got another start 
Gx St. Louis last night when 

Puccini’s “Turandot”—a mu- 
sical pageant dealing with a riddle 
propounding Chinese princess—was 
unveiled before a curious audience 
that spilled in generous numbers 
through the newly-opened Conven- 
tion Hall of the Municipal Audi- 
torium. Although every seat of 
the 8000 capacity was not occu- 
pied, it was a huge audience for a 
musical event. The attendance was 
estimated at 6000. 

As a dedicatory piece “Turandot”’ 
was not without its virtues. It al- 
lowed every opportunity for the use 
of vivid costuming and spacious 
sets, it called for stage tableaux of 
massive proportions, the plot was 
simple and easily articulated and 
the music made pretentions toward 
a monumentdi scale. 

But the curtains had not parted 
for 10 minutes before it was quite 
evident that “Turandot” had all of 
Puccini’s mannerisms without any 
of his insinuating warmth. The 
flowing melodic line flowed to no 
purpose for it never curved into any 
sort of design that could by any 
stretch of courtesy be called signifi- 
cant or arresting. The music was 
not only melodically weak but re- 
flected inadequately the atmosphere 
and the dramatic exigencies of the 
plot. When the composer wanted 
to remind his hearers that it was 
a Chinese opera after all he fell, 
momentarily, into the _  five-tone 
scale; when he wanted to be dra- 
matically impressive he thickened 
up the orchestration and increased 
the volume. But the excitement 
thus created was no more genuine 
than the Chinese atmosphere. 

Psychopathic Character. 

Moreover, even if Puccini had 
undertaken “Turandot” at a_ time 
when his inventive powers were in 
full flow it is doubtful that he 
could have ever done very much in 
the operatic medium, with the cen- 
tral character. Turandot is only 
credible as a psychopathic case. 
To an operatic audience she is not 
only repellently unsympathetic but 
simply doesn’t make sense. 

The talented members of the cast 
who were laboring to put over the 
show last night had not only an 
unsympathetic story and an inef- 
fective musical text — but were 
singing into the vast reaches of an 
auditorium that seemed to have a 
different acoustic character for 
‘every seat. From the front part 
of the parquet the voices came 
over clearly and with all the nec- 
essary resonance but one evidently 
heard the orchestral brasses on the 
rebound for they seemed to be play- 


wood. Farther back auditors said 
that the whole body of sound was 
thin and lacked brightness. Still 
farther back the needed resonance 


Was again in evidence. 
Operetta Names. 

Despite these staggering handi- 
caps Madame Jeritza as the name 
character, Giuseppe Bentonelli as 
the Unknown Prince and Messrs. 
Cavadore, Oliviero and Engelman 
as the three sardonic counselors 
with the operetta monickers—Ping, 
Pang and Pong they were called— 
made remarkably effective use of 
their opportunities. 


Mme. Jeritza was evidently pre- 
occupied with the size of the hall 
when she made her first entrance 
for she pushed her voice so hard— 
or seemed to—that 
and intonation suffered. After 
that, however, she adjusted herself 
to all the needs of the situation 
and dominated the stage with all 
her customary dramatic and vocal 
assurance. Jeritza has always been 
able to combine a broad style with 
precise and deft tricks of charac- 
terization that are expressed in 
gesture, posture and the way she 
colors her voice. This virtuosity 
was in evidence last night and 
gave the head snatching Princess 
whateveéi effectiveness it was pos- 
sible for her to have. 

Good Work by Bentonelli. 

The singer who shared the hon- 
ors of the evening with Mme. Jer- 
itza was a newcomer to St. Louis 
and a fairly new figure in the field 
of America opera. He was Giu- 
seppe Bentonelli, a good-looking 
young tenor who began life in Ok- 
lahoma as Joe Benton and who 
has been prospering in the opera 
houses of Europe. Mr. Benton dis- 
played a fresh voice, of excellent 
range and quality, a nicely grad- 
uated scale — the quality was as 
good in his C’s and B flats as in 
the middle register—and the need- 
ed flexibility and resonance. Com- 
bined with this were a good stage 
presence and an intelligent ap- 
proach to the character he was por- 
traying. Mr. Bentonelli should 
have a successful career in his na- 
tives states and elsewhere. 

Norman Cordon performed rea- 
sonably well in the role of Timur 
but Mme. Elda Vettori never ex- 
tricated herself from the throes of 
her Metropolitan tremolo long 
enough to do anything satisfactory

Two-Year Drive to Increase Prices 


WOOD cinta 
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Still Far Short of Goal—1926 Level 


Wholesale Commodity Index Today 80.3 Pct. 
As Compared to 70.8 Pct. When Admin- 
istration Began Campaign. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1. — The 
administration’s two-year-old cam- 
paign to increase the price level 
was still far short today of the 
original goal—the 1926 level. 

Two years ago President Roose- 
velt began his move to depreciate 
the dollar by purchasing’ gold 
through the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. The Labor De- 
partment’s wholesale commodity 
index was then 70.8 per cent of the 
1926 level. It is now 80.3. 

In August, 1933, before the Pres- 
ident announced his monetary pro- 
gram, the 1926 dollar would buy 
$1.44 worth of wholesale commodi- 


ties. Today it will still buy 
$1.24 worth of goods. This means 
24 per cent more goods can be 


bought at wholesale for the same 
money than in 1926. The same is 
substantially true of the retail pur- 
chasing power of the dollar, though 
not exactly. 

Little Change in Last Year. 

There have been no recent ad- 
ministration statements to indicate 
whether the campaign to increase 
the price level will continue. When 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau recently returned from Eu-

men America was “ready to do its 
part” in stabilizing world curren- 
cies when other nations were “dis- 
posed to do theirs.” 

As a matter of fact, except for 
the exceptional rise in the price of 
farm commodities and food there 
has been little change in the gen- 
eral price level during the last 
year. 

A year ago the wholesale com- 
modity index was 76.2, or 5.4 per 
cent less than today, but all com- 
modities other than farm products 
and foods had an index of 78 as 
compared with the present figure 
of 78.4. 

Slight Drop in Index Last Month. 

During the last month, the whole- 
sale index has been dropping slight- 
ly, instead of rising, due to declines 
in the prices of foods. A month 
ago it was 81, the highest it had 
reached for years. Now it is 80.3. 

Commissioner Lubin of the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics, in report- 
ing the 80.3 index for the week 
ending Oct. 26, said it was 34.7 
per cent above the depression low, 
early in 1933, but 15.7 below the 
average for 1929.

THREE FOUND DEAD 
IN GAS-FILLED AUTO 


Murder-and-Suicide Verdict at 
Cleveland in Deaths of 
Man, Wife and Son.

murder and suicide today in the 
deaths of three persons in an au- 
tomobile, which had been convert- 
ed into a lethal gas chamber.

Detective Bernard Wolf said Da- 
vis apparently was in need of 
money. It has ben learned he ob- 
tained a $322 loan in Los Angeles 
six months ago. A total of $12 was 
found in the family’s clothing. 

The gas was conducted into the 
car through a piece of garden hose, 
one end of which extended through 
a hole in the floor, while the other 
end was attached to the exhaust 
pipe. The motor of the car was 
running. 

Edward Jackson, employed in the 
construction of a new  postoffice 
substation on Cleveland’s east side. 
discovered the bodies when he 
walked over to a tar-heating fur- 
mace at the edge of ar adjacent 
parking lot. The noise of the fur- 
nace had prevented earlier discov- 
ery that the motor of the car was 
running. 

Jackson, finding the windows of 
the car were shut and covered with 
steam, opened one of the doors and 
saw the bodies. 

The man who died was sitting be- 
hind the steering wheel, with his 
right arm over the shoulders of the 
woman, who sat by his side. The 
body of the boy, his cap pulled 
down over his face, was on the right 
side of the car.

to them with unvarying consistency,

{trouble is, he does 
the same thing 
for the declarer, 
who will appreci- 
ate the kindness 
more than the 
partner. And while 
the standpat lead- 
ar may truthfully 
iclaim he makes 
ino mechanical 
| nistakes in his 
f.eads, he also will 
not make a lot of 
points which 
might have been 

his. 

To collect the maximum on de- 
fense a player must have not only 
full knowledge of the correct proce- 
dure for conventional leads and 
plays, but an equally correct and in- 
dispensable technique of deceptive 
or irregular leads and plays. These 
do not have a vague generality but 
form a definite part of the regula- 
tion code of good card play. 

A lead or play which is made con- 
trary to the usual convention, with 
a view to misleading the opponent, 
is deceptive or irregular. It some- 
times is called a bluff or “psychic.” 
The technique of such leads covers 
the range of situations in which it 
is less dangerous to fool your part- 
ner than to tell the truth to the 
enemy. You may have a partner 
who is blissfully unaware of the 
finer implications of your conven- 
tional leads. Skill then consists in 
not persisting: with all the conven- 
tional niceties of the play, but in 
trying to find the best means of 
keeping him in his state of torpor. 
In other situations a wide awake 
partner will “smell the rat” before 
the opponents and understand your 
psychic before the declarer does so. 

There are good and bad decep- 
tions. The characteristic of bad de- 
ceptive leads, like anything stupid, 
is that there is neither rime nor 
reason to them. If, for instance, 
holding Q J 10 9, a player leads 
the jack, he will have fooled the 
declarer completely, but what good 
does it do him? He also will fool 
his partner, and it may easily cost 
a cold trick if dummy should hold 
K x x and partner, upon dummy’s 
play of a low card, should play the 
ace. In still other cases the situa- 
tion plainly exists in which a de- 
ceptive lead can do no real harm to 
partner, even if he is fooled. This is 
particularly true when the choice of 
suits for a lead is reduced to a dou- 
bleton headed by a'jack or higher 
honor. With Q 8, if I must lead it, 
I much prefer the lead of the eight 
to the “supporting” lead of the 
queen. It might work out as it did 
in the following situation:

Because of the valuable informa- 
tion given declarer from the mathe- 
matical precision of the rule of 
eleven, every town has its quota of 
players who never lead the fourth 
best. Yet you cannot get away 
from the regulation fourth best 
lead. However much declarer may 
learn, the partner learns even more. 
With an exposed dummy the de- 
clarer will get along well even if 
ignoring the leads completely, but 
total darkness will descend upon the 
defenders. 


The right solution is to maintain 
the standard of regulation leads, 
but to vary them with irregular 
leads when circumstances warrant. 
If holding A Q 8 2 against no 
trump, the irregular lead of the 
eight is bad because partner will 
read it as a short suit lead from 
the top of nothing and abandon a 
valuable suit. But from A Q 9 6 2, 
the deceptive lead of the deuce, as 
though to show only four cards, 
frequently will bring good results. 
It is true that there always is a 
danger that partner, discouraged by 
an apparent four-card suit, may 
switch to some other suit. As 
against this there is the advantage 
that the declarer, assuming wrong- 


‘ ly that he is threatened with only 
a four-card suit, may adopt a care- 


less line of play, or may even de- 
cide to make an end play by throw- 
ing in the leader with his own suit.
